Mr. W. J. LAVINGTON (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting. 

The CiAinMAN, having referred to the fact that since the last 
meeting a letter had been received from Mr. Hussey refuting the 
observations of Mr. Murphy at the recent meeting, said that the 
progress made towards securing the money required to pay off the 
company’s indebtedness and to carry on the business had been as 
follows:—Paid into the bank 36602, the first half of the deben- 
tures subscribed for and 60/. paid into the office this morning, equal 
to another 120/.; Messrs, Bateman and Sewell, 1100/.; and the direc- 
tors, on Jan. 14, 700/., and on Jan. 20, 900/.; and Messrs. Guiteuriez 
and party had promised 300/.: making together 10,3101. The di- 
rectors undertook not to employ any portion of the debenture money 
until 10,000/. had been subscribed, but, looking at all the circum- 
stances, consider a larger sum should be raised, as there was some- 
thing of risk in using the 10,000/,, for after payment of the debts 
there would be a very small sum left wherewith to carry on the 
business. Therefore, the directors wished to leave it to the share- 
holders to considerand determine upon the advisability of going on be- 
fore another 3000/. or 40002. had been subscribed, so that there should 
be no risk in entering upon business, or whether the original idea 
should be carried out—namely, re-construct the company, giving 
each shareholder share for share in the new company, crediting each 
as 3/. paid, and leaving a liability of 2/. per share; to make a call 
of 14. per share, which would give 14,0002, and the remaining 17. 
per share not to be called unless absolutely necessary, and even 
then not without the special sanction of the shareholders obtained 
at a special meeting. The directors sole wish was to guide the share- 
holders aright, and to secure the property in such a manner that no 
one should be injured. Mr. Snell, who had been their legal adviser 
in the matter, had certainly recommended to the board that a reso- 
lution should be passed that the subscriptions towards the deben- 
tures were insufficient in amount for the payment of the liabilities 
and the carrying on the operations, and, therefore, recommended 
the re-construction of the company. Mr. Snell advised the board 
the company could be re-constructed for about 200/., and that then 
everything would be free from doubt, difficulty, or danger, and 
ample capital provided for carrying on the business in a respectable 
manner without the risk of another break-down. Mr. Snell thought 
there would be no risk if the way were clear for raising a further 
4000/. on debentures, and he (the Chairman) considered Mr. Snell’s 
suggestion ought to receive weight and consideration. Mr. Snell 
had taken counsel’s opinion as to the legal position of the company, 
part of the deeds being in the name of the company and part in 
the name of a trustee, who was one of the largest shareholders. 
Some of the largest shareholders had been eonsulted, who were of 
the opinion that, under the circumstances, a re-construction would 
be the more advisable course to pursue, and would give it every sup- 
port. Some of the shareholders had acted in a most handsome 
manner; two had addressed letters to the board, who considered 
their offer to make up any deficiency a most handsome one. (Hear, 
hear.) In fact, the shareholders had come forward in a most credit- 
able manner to assist the directors, whose one object was the true 
interests of thecompany. Intheevent of a resolution being passed 
to reconstruct the company, ampie provision had been made in the 
Act for any contingency that might arise, and if any of the new 
shares were not taken up they would be sold by the liquidators, and 
the proceeds handed over to the owner on the amount settled by 
arbitration, 

Mr. T. G. Tayzor asked if thecompany went into liquidation the creditors would 
remain satisfied ?——The CuairRMAN said the money would be obtained as quickly 
as by the debenture scheme, because the money thus subscribed could not be used 
until the deed had been registered in Utah, and information received that it had 
been duly recorded, which would take at least three or four weeks; by the other 
process the money would be obtained within at least the same time. 

Mr. TAYLOR supposed the letter of Mr. Hussey relative to his proceedings against 
the company altered the opinion of the board as to the conduct of that gentleman. 
He thought the board would have some difficulty in inducing shareholders to ac 
cepta liability of 2/. per share, especially in the case of trustees and executors, and 
suggested that an additional 3000/. or 4000/. should be raised upon debentures. 

A SHAREHOLDER said that it was clear 10,000/. was required at once, and it could 
only be raised by reconstruction. 

A SHAREHOLDER had always heard Mr. Batters, the Chairman, spoken of as a 
man of considerable experience and ability in all such matters, but he could not 
help thinking that the Chairman and the directors were much to blame in allowing 
the property to get into debt a second time. He was quite prepared to subscribe 
for more than his proportion of the debentures if he had the assuranee of the board 
that no oneshould be allowed to draw upon the company without their knowledge 
and authority. He suggested that the debentures should have the option of con- 
version into shares, as he was inclined to think the debenture scheme the better 
plan for raising the capital. 

The CHAIRMAN quite agreed with the hon. proprietor that the company should 
never have been allowed to run into debt a second time. Unhappily, the debts 
were contracted without the knowledge of the board, who did not know of it till 
the morning Mr. Murphy appeared in London. They would, however, take good 
care that in future such a thing could not recur. He had no doubt the adoption of 
the suggestion of the power of conversion from debentures into shares would have 
induced many to come forward, inasmuch as if the company should be as success- 
ful as there was every reason to believe it would be, the shares would certainly be 
negociable at a premium, As the pyrites could easily be got rid of, dressing the 
lead was a very simple process, and could be brought up to a percentage that would 
make it easily saleable at highly remunerative prices, either in this country or

Mr. SNELL explained that after the directors and himself had gone fully into the 
amount of money required, a circular was sent out asking for 25,000/., and when 
it was proposed to raise only 10,000/. it was thought there would be sufficient left, 
after the payment of the debts, to provide a working capital. But from that time 
up to the present the expenses had been going on, while ag 4 one-half of the 
10,000/. subscribed on debenture was payable until! April. If, however, 14,000/. 
could be raised he thought the present scheme should be carried out. 

The SecreTaRY, in reply to a question, stated that up to the end of December 
the liabilitles were $40,100. ; 2 

The CHAIRMAN added that since the last meeting a financial statement had been 
received showing the total liabilities up to December, including interest to the 
bankers, to be $40,100; they were really in debt, including legal expenses, 8000/. 

The SECRETARY mentioned that the legal expenses in connection with the re-con 
struction of the company would be less than the debenture scheme. 

Mr. BARRow wasof opinion the 10,000/. should be retained, and thatthe subscribers 
should have the option of converting the debentures into shares, making that a 
plea for immediate payment. Personally, he should be only too happy to give his 
cheque for the full amount, so as to save the property. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Bennett wished to take the opportunity of removing the impression which 
appeared to exist among some that the directors were desirous to wind-up the 
present company ; the only desire they had was to get sufficient capital to success 
fully carry on the operations. He had been in correspondence with some share- 
holders who were strongly opposed to winding-up. He had received a telegram 
from Mr. Sewell stating that he would contribute 100/. towards the debentures, 
and a second telegram that he would contrivute 50s. per share towards the work- 
ing expenses, if necessary. Mr. Sewell had 100 shares, so that he weuld really sub- 
scribe 250/., if necessary, for working capital. 

Mr. APPLEGARTH said the proposition for re-construction was virtually a spur to 
make those who would not otherwise do so come forward to assist in the present 
exigency.

They must either raise money by 
debentures or re-construct at once. They only required 4000/. to justify them going 
ahead with their work.

Mr. SNELL, in reply to a question, had no doubt that a legal security could be 
made for the debenture holders.

City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, on Thursday, 
Mr. W. G. Crate in the chair. 

Mr. EDWARD FRASER read the notice convening the meeting, and 
the report of the directors, which had been circulated since the pre- 
vious meeting, was taken as read, 

The CHAIRMAN explained that it became requisite to ascertain the 
position in which the shareholders stood in consequence of the ex- 
istence of an agreement entered into in 1811 between Mr. Harries 
and Lord Moira not having been mentioned by the vendor, so that 
some doubt was entertained as to whether some of the coal under 
the estate had already been worked. The vendor expressed his conviction that it 
had not been worked, but it was deemed _ advisable to have counsel's opinion upon 
the matter, and they had obtained that of Mr. Cracknell. He would read them the 
opinion if they desired it, but it might be preferable to state briefly that it was to 
the effect that if the majority of the shareholders who had paid upon their shares 
agreed to proceed with the operations of the company no individual shareholder 
would have a locus standi in the Court of Chancery. Since the previous meeting 
the vendor had offered to place the whole of the shares still under his control (num- 
bering 800) in the hands ef the solicitor of the company, and likewise to forego dll 
dividends upon them until the other shares had received 8 per cent. dividend, 
After the 8 per cent. the vendor would take 8 per cent., and subsequent profits 
would be equally divided. Many shareholders supposed that the vendor had re- 
ceived 20,000/. for Overseal Colliery, but that was not the case. He was to have re- 
ceived that amount in shares, but he subsequently agreed to receive only share for 
share as allotments were made to the shareholders. The vendor had rec-ived no 
cash from the company, and the directors thought that under the circumstances 
the offer now made was a fair one. His (the Chairman's) candid opinion was that 
the coal had not been taken from the Overseal, or more properly the Short Heath's 
property, more especially because at the time mentioned its value at the pit's mouth 
could not have exceeded 6s. or 7s. per ton (whilst it was now 20s. or 35s.), so that 
it would not have been worth taking. They had received proxies from shareholders 
upon the question of continuing or otherwise, and there was a large majority in 
favour of continuing. He might state that their position was this. If they de 
cided not to go on he could see but one prospect—that all their money would be 
expended in litigation. The vendor had entered into an agreement with the com- 
pany, and no one had yet proved that the coal did not exist; he thought, there- 
fore, that they should use their money to put down the trial shaft, to see whether 
the coal is there. If they found the coal they would have the preference dividend 
as against the 800 vendors’ shares; and if they did not find coal the vendor would 
have no claim on the 800 shares.

Owing to the extraordinary severity and duration of the winter last 
year the commencement of the works was delayed far beyond expectation, as the 
stores and materials could not be got to the mine owing to the state of the roads, 
So that it was not till Aug. 28 that the mill was started; even then, some further 


delay was occasioned by some defects discovered in the machinery, by a fire which, | 


unfortunately, occurred at the mill. Mr. Mattingley’s reports show that the engi- 


neer has miscalculated the power of the engine, which proved insufficient to work | 


the six pans which had_ been erected; the quantity of ore treated, therefore, was 
not one-third of what Mr. Mattingly expected. Fu 
the tailings proved that the amalgamator did not thoroughly understand the proper 
treatment of ore, as Mr. Mattingley reports that only trom 20 to 35 per cent. of the 
bullion was extracted. But Mr. Mattingley’s monthly report of the workings show 
that the ore averages $100 per ton, and that the mine can furnish a far larger 
quantity than ean be worked by the present mill, even when in perfect working 
order, and that the quality and assay value increased as the sinking of the mine 
progressed.” Now, these were two very important points, to which he was parti- 
cularly desirous of drawing the attention of the meeting. The report then went 
on to state—‘‘ These are two very important facts, which form a reasonable ground | 
for anticipating a complete success; for additional power can be obtained without } 
reat cost, and a more economical method of treating the ore can hardly fail to be 
tcovered after a littie further experience.” 
The Chairman observed in regard to this latter statement that it was very muchin | 
the company’s favour that at the present time the cost of machinery and other ma- | 
terials was not so greatas it had been. The item of carriage, for instance, some | 
years ago had been very serious indeed, but that had been subsequently very much 
reduced by the improvements effected in the means of conveyance and the roads. | 
Proceeding, then, with the reading of the report, it stated that ‘The directors, | 
therefore, unhesitatingly recommend the shareholders to raise the small amount of 
additional capital now required, fully believing that their investment will prove 
highly remunerative within a very short time. This belief is based upon the | 
monthly returns received from Mr. Mattingley, ail of which are open to the inspee 
tion of shareholders, and upon the statements contained in his most recent letters.” | 
Now, it was alwaysa source of considerable disappointment to a board of directors 
to hare to come to the shareholders and ask them for more money than had been 
originally anticipated would prove sufficient for the requirements of the undertak 
ing 3, but he felt sure that gentlemen—particularly those who were shareholders in 
mining companies—would be prepared to make some little allowance fer the errors 
of directors in their first calculations. On the formation of the company it had 
been the earne-t en leavour of the board to fix its capital at the lowest possible 
amount by which it might reasonably be expected good dividends would be pro 
duced. Having referred to the well known American mining enterprises that had 
recently been Lrought out with enormous capitals, upon which it had subsequently 
been found impossible to continue the payment of dividends, the Chairman went 
en to say that in the case of this compiny the board had gone rather to the other 
extreme, and in their desire to keep the capital of the company to a small 
amount had not provided sufficient funds to work the property advantageously. 
In effecting the purchase of the mine the terms they had come to with the vendor 
were that he should be remunerated in the shares of the company chiefly, so as to 
keep its capital low; and it followed that if the concern proved successful they 
would be in a position to pay fabulous dividends, from the fact that the shares | 
were so fewin number. The actual experience of the requirements of the com- 
pany gained during the working of the past few months had shown them, how- 
ever, that theamount of working capital provided was too small. And, in regard 
to this point, it must be borne in mine thac since the formation of the company 
there had been added to the original mine—the Stanley—the Leonora, which had, | 
ef course, necessitated a larger amount of capital, and which was in itself suffi 
eient reason for the proposition now made fo the shareholders. Passing on from 
the consideration of that question, he (the Chairman) resumed the reading of the 
report, as follows :—*‘ It will be observed from Mr. Mattingley’s reports that he did |

left out in the cold by-and-bye.” There have been transactions in South Frances, 
Seton, South Carn Brae, and a few others at higher prices; whilst in Dolcoath, 
Cook's Kitchen, Carn Brae, and other large mines the prices have given way, and 
from the gloomy accounts from those districts which appear in looal papers, not 
only lower dividends, but lower prices may be looked for. The dealings in many 
of the Cornish mines have for some time been narrowing, and a corresponding dif 
ficulty to do business with satisfaction. It may be attributable in some cases to 
the unreliable quotations that are supplied to the daily and mining papers (by par- 
ties proverbial to the market for their unfairness in quoting), and also to the un 
certainty of obtaining, or being furnished with, any correct information from the 
mines without considerable delay; whilst local parties, especially those forming a 
clique, haveso much, in fact every, advantage in this respect, that any favourable 
change, or otherwise, is immediately communicated and known to them, and they 
have the facility of thus early wiring their correspondents here, whose sharp and 
corresponding tactics make it a most havardous, as well as a most losing, matter 
to those who are not, but who ought to be, as quickly informed, for their clients’ 
sake and interest. 

Itappears that, as an investment, Cornish mining hardiy ranks as it did a few 
years since (and it is very questionable if any of their dividend-paying is now 
worth 61% years’ purchase) ; but profits can be made substantially, and reasonably 
quickly made, by those who can and will buy when a share is neglected and low 
priced, and realise on an advance. Chances of this nature occur so frequently, 
especially as the settlings have been for some time, and are now, in accordance with 
the Stock Exchange half-:nonthly practice, that the advantages far outweigh those 
of holding shares fora permanency. At the present time there are plenty of op 
portunities to satisfy (reasonably) purchasers before long, in my epinion. It is 
somewhat singular to observe that, with the exception of about six British mines 
working under limited liability, all named in this Journal, none are at a higher 
price than the amount “ paid * on each share, I will say nothing of how much pre- 
mium besides, whilst it is no less true that many would not yield one-half of the 
quoted prices, whilst others are utterly unsaleable. That deceptions of a most 
gross kind have been practised through the ‘ Circular Nuisance " cannot be denied, 
advertised widely, sent broadcast to wherever a list of railway, bank, or fshare- 
holders can be found, and the inexperienced duped accordingly. I am induced to 
write this from the numerous applications to dispose of shares successfully in 
mines, in Wales especially, conducted on the limited liability, where in many cases 
it is known to the well-informed that two-thirds of the “ Capital subscribed” has 
gone into the pockets of the promoters.

wise; onthis land the land tax isredeemed. The other is an underground mine, 
aud the land tax on the lund is not redeemed. The Commissioners have given 
him notice of their intention to assess this last-named mine to the land tax, and 
not only to charge the royalty paid, but also the miners’ protits on the ore raised 
and sold. Is this lawful? Is it not another income tax under the head of land 
tax? If liable on the profits, are these to be ascertained in the same manner as 
an ad valorem royalty of (say) 10 per cent., the value on the spot, which is got at 
by deducting all charges incidental to the delivery of the ore to market from the 
selling price, the residue being the value on the mine when got to the surface ?—S. 
— ‘It is impossible, upon the case as stated, to decide whether or not the course 
the Commissicners propose to take is legal. It may, however, be observed that 
although a tenant is liable to a distress for non-payment of land tax, yet, in the 
absence of a special agreement, he can deduct it from his rent. It would be ad- 
visable, if the appeal be adverse, to ask for a case in order that the law may be 
well argued on and settled by the Court of Queen’s Bench at Westminster.]

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Feb, 13.—The rating question is now the most prominent of the 
hour. Mr. Lopez, M.P., with great alacrity—evidently determined 
to take time by the forelock—has already given notice of his inten- 
tion to introduce a Bill for the rating of mines dues. As this is what 
everybody wants, it is to be hoped that the course adopted by the 
learned gentleman will not militate against that united action 
which is not only desirable but even necessary, if justice is to be 
done to Cornwall in this matter. The meeting of the County Mines 
Assessment Committee was to have been held this week, but has 
been postponed in consequence of the non-receipt of the draft Bill 
from counsel. It is now hoped that the meeting will come off next 
week, and until it does it will be, perhaps, desirable to postpone 
further comment upon this important question. 

All the chief schemes for the railway development of the county 
have now passed the ordeal of Standing Orders, and the majority 
may be regarded as of certain accomplishment. One, however, has 
thus early been withdrawn—that for the line from Penzance to St. 
Just. A few years ago there was a project to construct a harbour 
at St. Just, but the locality seems destined to remain for some time 
longer with no better means of communication than the ordinary— 
very ordinary—roads afford. 

The wet weather will tell against the mines for some time yet, 
especially when the coals are taken into account. To the wet wea- 
ther the deficit at West Seton is attributed, and owing to the same 
cause it will be some weeks before operations are resumed in the 
lower levels of Cook’s Kitchen. The choked adit mentioned last 
week was cleared by the time anticipated, but in the meantime the 
water flowing into Cook’s Kitchen filled the workings to the 258 fm. 
level. This untoward occurrence will necessarily lessen the tin re- 
turns for awhile. 

It is worth noting as a casual development of the railway system, 
and one which has peculiar interest to mining men, that it is actually intended, 
as soon as the narrow-gauge is open to Tavistock, to run coaches thence to Lis- 
keard, ria Gunnislike and Callington. By cutting off the detour to Plymouth 
this will very materially shorten the distance, and, so far as the broad-gauge route 
to London is concerned, will effect a saving of some 50 miles from Liskeard and 
places below. 

There is great rejoicing at Camborne, For the first time for many 
along year a direct heir has been born to the honoured house of Basset. Mr. Basset, 
of Tehidy, Cornishmen do not need to be reminded, is one of the largest—if not 
the largest—owners of mineral property in thecounty. There is no land or mine 
owner in Cornwall, moreover, who has a more thorough sense of the responsibili- 
ties which such a position entails—not one who is more anxious and earnest in 
using that position for the welfare of all, from the highest tothe lowest, with whom 
he is connected. Since he has succeeded to the family estates Mr. Basset has won 
theesteem of all his neighbours, rich and poor, and that esteem has been abundantly 
manifested by the expressions of congratulation current on all hands at the happy 
event which has just taken place. 

It is stated that the simple and ingenious hydraulic weighing ap- 
paratus invented by Mr. Duckham, a young Falmouthian, has gained for him the 
substantial reward of 20,000/. The apparatus was shown at the Polytechnic Ex- 
hibition, two years since, and duly medalled, and has been more than once referred 
to in the Mining Journal,

This week a new patented smelting-furnace has been put into 
blast at Summerlee Ironworks, its peculiarity consisting in the ele- 
vation of the furnace and the distribution of the generated gases. 
The height of the erection is about 70 ft., with a base of 164 ft. at 
the boshes, sloping to 12 ft. at the top. The raw material is laid in 
regulated layers, and the blast can be altered to suit circumstances. 
Like the Ferrie furnace, it has a greater elevation than the ordinary 
furnace, but in almost every other respect it is totally diverse. Great 
hopes are entertained of its proving a success. 

Makers of malleable iron are complaining of the few enquiries and 
the absence of parties willing to do business. The works are kept 
going, not with serviceable contracts, but merely with odds and 
ends, buyers not seemingly disposed to buy largely. Itis said, how- 
ever, if the market would steady itself a little some tenders for 
ship iron would be offered in the market, and perhaps the advance 
of pigs will dissipate the hope of buying cheaper. The export of 
all classes of manufactured iron for the week do not reach a third 
of the quantity shipped in the corresponding week of last year. 

Several of the employees at Govan Bar Ironworks are under an 
agreement to leave immediately for the United States. 

Coals have been advanced another couple a shillings a ton this 
week for both household and export qualities, and still our ship- 
ments have reached 29,987 tons, against 34,589 tons in the same week 
of 1872. There is no want of orders, even at the unparalleled prices 
now current, which shows the necessitous demand there is for the 
article, and for which no cheaper substitute can be found. Baird's 
“Steam Collier,” even though recommended by Sir W. Armstrong, 
is but very slowly gaining ground amongst the coalowners of the 
country, and if the time is to come when, by its aid, the number of 
miners is to be reduced from 360,000 to 60,000, and the output of 
former years kept up, the sooner such a consummation is arrived at 
it will be the better for all industries in the country. 

The recent discovery of coal in Sutherlandshire bids fair to attract 
great attention. It has been known since the middle of the 17th 
century that coal existed in the county, and about the year 1811 at- 
tempts were made to get it, but after about 70,000 tons bad been 


brought out it was found that the undertaking was unremunerativ® 
—mainly, it is now known from imperfect modes of mining—and the workingS 
were closed. In July and August last the Duke of Sutherland was prompted by 
the growing scarcity and dearness of coal to open again the old mines, and for this 
purpose engaged the services of a Shropshire engineer of experience. Even then 
it was the opinion of engineers who had inspected the property that the coal 

“being in oolite strata, and not carboniferous,” would be inferior to that of South 
Wales or Staffordshire. But it is now found that the product of the Sutherland 
coal field is of a very high quality indeed. Inthe middle oolite formation, at a 
point on the surface not far from His Grace's Sutherland Railway at Brora, the 
sinkings have developed coal 4 ft. 7 in. thick. Immediately under this seam there 


| is a fine Cannel coal, 7 feet thick, very rich in gas, and of great commercial value. 


Below this there is a fine oil-producing shale. One of the first results of these dis- 
coveries will be that retorts will be erected, and the peat bogs of the county will 
be got, disintegrated and mixed with the oil, compressed with a little very fine 
slack, and converted into patent fuel for locomotive and similar purposes. The 
Cannel in this seam is, we understand, of the kind known as “curly,” and bearsan 
exceedingly high value, 

Several pitsin the Airdrie district, belonging to James Dunlop and 
Son, are at present flooded to such an extent that the men cannot get into them. 
Two miners who descended into No. 2 pit, Kenmure, accidentally pierced old 
workingsadjacent totheirs, and were instantly drowned by an overwhelming inrush 
of water. Three weeks will elapse before this pitcan be emptied. The men intwo 
other pits in the neighbourhood, belonging to the same proprietors, have been 
thrown idle by the pits having been suddenly flooded with water. Several ponies 
in the pit have also been lost. 

The associated miners of Fife and Clackmannan are considering 
the propriety of starting a coal-pit on the co-operative principle, on their own ac- 
count, the shares to be 5/. each. A piece of ground suitable for the purpose has 
already, it is stated, been fixed upon, although no purchase has as yet been made. 

We hear that one or two collieries which are at present being worked 
by private enterprise are likely to be brought out into the market as joint-stock 
(limited) concerns. We believe the shares of those which are really good under- 
takings will be readily taken up by large consumers, who are only waiting the 
opportunity. 

The coalmasters of the Larkhall district have complained, through 
the local press, of the continued strike of their hands when offered the same pay 
and advantages as the‘colliers in other districts, and Mr. McDonald would seem 
to have a special interest in keeping them out, the miners having now been joined 
by the firemen and on cost men. 

In the whole of the districts the miners are working what hours 
they please, and at a conference of delegates held here yesterday it was moved 
and unanimously agreed :—“ That this conference recommend thedlenntes present 
to represeni to their various districts that, on accouut of the recent advanee in the 
price of coal and iron, the men should demand the shilling of their wages last re- 
duced.” Mr. McDonald was present at this conference, and in addressing the 
meeting, reported that at his interviews with Mr. Alexander nothing definite was 
settled regarding the special rules to which the miners had taken objection. He 
complimented Mr. Alexander for the spirit in which he had received them, show- 
ing himself anxious to learn the working miuers’ opinion. He was very glad to 
say there was, with one exception, perfect harmony among them, and he would 
say that if their views were entertained by Mr. Alexander, and impressed by that 
gentleman on the Government, they would have good special rules. The objec- 
tion of the men to the rules were strongly set forth, and he had taken up the mat- 
ter, and had forwarded the information necessary on the principal points. The 
objections were against the scarcity of timber supplied in the pit, the duty im- 
posed on the miner of examining his own place, &c. The whole question turned 
upon the léth general rule. 

Metal and mineral companies show some few changes during the 
week. Emmas, which advanced en Friday, on receipt of better intelligence from 
the mine, closes about 27s. 6d. upder the best. The directors have appointed a 
competent mining engineer to proceed to Utah as manager of the mine, in room 
of Mr. Hussey, who retires, and a proposal has been made to one of our largest 
merchants, who holdsa very large stake in the mine, to join the board of direc- 
tors. Should he do so the wish so often expressed by shareholders, of having 
the mine conducted in our city, may yet be realised. Tharsis shares have fallen 
40s., and Shott's is exceptionally firm at about 40s. advance. Merry and Cuning- 
hame and Monkland Iron and Coal scarcely changed. 








REPORT FROM THE NORTILT OF ENGLAND. 


Feb, 13.—The Iron and Coal Trades now occupy such an abnormal 
and unsteady position that one can only register their exact measure 
of progress with extreme difficulty. There is no doubt about the 
legitimate character of the demand forironof all kinds. Itis of the 
most urgent and substantial kind, but then the old contracts on which 
they are working prevent many ironmasters from taking full advan- 
tage of the high rates now prevailing, and which in many cases are 
merely nominal. The high rates of coal and coke, and the difficulty 
of procuring them, militate against the full productive capabilities 
of the district being realised, and the same cause has lately jeopar- 
dised the solvency of one or two large firms that now hold their heads 
high in the commercial world. I have just heard of one firm that 
contracted to supply pig-iron at the beginning of last year, over a 
period of twelve months, at 80s. per ton; it now costs more than 
that amount to producea ton of pig, so that the contract could scarcely 
have been remunerative. Many similar cases might be quoted, es- 
pecially in regard to the deliveries of coal andcoke. The supply of 
these materials are as inadequate as ever, and, as a natural result, 
prices exhibita still upward tendency. As for pig-iron, it was quoted 
on Tuesday on ’Change at 120s. per ton, and even at that figure some 
makers refused to undertake orders.

Ancw 
station is about to be commenced opposite the Royal Exchange at a cost of 100,00¢/., 
new docks are being constructed by the North-Eastern Railway Company at a cost 
of 120,000/., a further sum of about 300,000/. is about to be ex pended on new docks 
at Lackenby, further down the Tees, and the railway facilities of the district are 
about to be largely increased. The proposed tunnel under the Tees will give direct 
communication between Middlesborough and Hartlepool, and the new railway 
between Castle Eden and Stockton, now under censtruction, will enable the Cleve- 
land ironmasters to obtain direct access to a large and valuable, but hitherto iso- 
lated, coal field. :

In the Burton-on- 
Trent district the collieries are doing very well, and a considerable tonnage of coal 
is being sent from Swadlincote and from the Brethy pits, belonging to the Countess 
of Chesterfield. There is a large output of pig-iron being turned out at Staveley, 
Sheepbridge, Stanton, Derby, and Codnor Park. In manufactured iron there is

REPORT FROM LANCASIIIRE AND CHESHIRE, 


Feb. 13.—Notwithstanding the efforts of the masters to bring toa 
friendly settlement the dispute as to the manner of working in the 
West Lancashire colliery district, the state of affairs remains as un- 
satisfactory as ever, and there isevery prospect that unless a change 
takes place serious complications will be the result. The agents of 
the Union profess to be using every endeavour to induce the men to 
work more regularly, but many of our collieries this week have been 
standing idle for two or three days, at great loss to the employers, The result is a 
serious diminution in the output, and coalmasters are completely bewildered in 
Mr. Pickard, the 
miners’ agent for the Wigan district, spoke very plainly to the men at a meeting 
in Wigan last night. He told them that complaints were reaching him from all 
quarters, and that already he had been the meansof preventing 50 men from being 
summoned for neglect of work, and he warned the colliers of the district that if 
they did not do better in future they might fairly expect to be placed under con- 
tracts which would lay them open to prosecution if they neglected their work. At 
the same meeting Mr. Halliday, President of the Amalgamated Association of 
Niners, spoke concerning the Welsh strike, and expressed the hope that in the 
course of a few days a proposition would be submitted for holding a meeting of 
masters and men with a view to the settlement. He defended the miners’ agents 
from the charge made against them by Mr. Fothergill, M.P., and accused that 
gentleman of having systematically worked his collieries at prices which were un- 
fairly below the market prices of coal.
